Campo Freddo, as well as they had for-

Inthe beginning of Jaft year 
it was again intimated to the regency of 
Genoa, that if they did not quickly do

All this time nothing had been done to- 
wards executing the refolution of build- 
ing a citadel at St Remo; but in fum- 
mer laft they began to fet about the work 
in good earneit. At firit there was no 
word of any thing but a {mall fort on the 
fea-fhore. But now there appeared the 
{cheine of a large fortrefs, capable of 
containing 5 or 6000 men ; in order to 
the erecting of which a great number of 
churches, palaces, and private houfes, 
were to be demolifhed. So extenfive a 
project as this gave great umbrage and 
jealouty to feveral of the Italian powers, 
who reckoned that this fortrefs was to 
be built with French money, and that it 
was intended to fecure an entrance for 
French troops into Italy, whenever that 
crown fhould think fit. His Sardinian 
Majetfty in particular made ftrong remon- 
firances againit erecting it. ‘Lhe Ge- 
noefe gave him a fmooth anfwer ; but 
in the mean time are affiduoufly carrying 
on the works, without regard to his fen- 
timents. Another fubjeét of difcontent 
between thefe two powers has alfo hap- 
pened. In fummer, a galley belonging 
to his Sardinian Majelty made prize, 
near Oneglia, of a veilel from Ventimi- 
giia, as being laden with contraband 
goods. In revenge of this, the inhabi- 
tants of Ventimiglia plundered and burnt 
two villages on his Sardinian Majefty’s 
territories. This drew upon the repu- 

lic a fevere reprehenfion from the court 
of Turin, which demanded immediate 
fatisfation, atthe fame time refuting to 
reflore the vefle!. By lateit accounts on 
that fubject, the government of Genoa 
did not feem difpoied to give the fatif- 
faCion required.

lence, and fo great a difcharge of fand 
and ilones, that the well is almoit filled 
up in a moment, and a perpetual flow 
of water enfues upon it. 

To this accountof RamazzinilI would 
acd, that thefe fprings do not {well with 
rain, or decline by drought; and I 
would remark fome circumitances that 
are very obfervable in finking a well, 
«iz. From the furface of the ground to 
the depth of four feet confilts of the foun- 
dations and ruins of an old city. They 
mevt with the pavement of fireets, the 
fhops of handicrafts, the floors of hou- 
fes, and works in chequer. It is ama- 
zing that the ground fhould be raifed to 
that advanced height : which cannot be 
mmputed to the frequent deftruGtion, and 
rebuilding of the city above its own 
ruins; for the fields about it are on the 
fame level, or rather higher.

He left the 
Command of the new colony to one Al- 
bert, a fubaltern officer, with a fufh- 


cient military force to keep the favages 
awe: but being detained longer than 
expecied in France, by the civil war 


Which then defolated that country, the 
new fettlers in America fufered very 
much by the want of provifions; and 
being alfo 
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Albert, they revolted, and having kill- 
ed their chief, they imbarked for Europe. 
In this voyage they were very near pe- 
rifhing all together, as well by the bad 
condition of their veflels, as the want of 
provifions, which reduced them to fuch 
diftrefs, that they confented to eat each 
other, and caift lots which of them 
fhould fucceflively become food for the 
reft. This horrid agreement was im- 
mediately executed, and they had juft 
devoured the firft victim when they dif- 
covered land. 

In the mean time, peace being con- 
cluded between the French Proteftants 
and Catholics, Coligny obtained of the 
King three other fhips with a confider- 
able reinforcement, and well freighted 
with whatever was neceflary to revic- 
tual Fort Charles. This little fleet was 
commanded by Renaud de Laudoniere, 
a gentleman of Poictiers, and arrived at 
Florida, June 20. 1564. It was foon 
after followed by Ribault, with another 
fquadron; and the French began to flat- 
ter themfelves that the new colony was 
thoroughly eftablifhed, when the Spa- 
niards taking umbrage at their being 
fo near New Spain, fell upon them with 
a force greatly fuperior to any that could 
withftand them. Ribault and all his 
people fell into their hands, and having 
mafiacred the greater number in cold 
blood, they hanged the reft. Laudo- 
niere, with a few of his party, efcaped 
the cruelty of thefe ufurpers, and got 
back to France. ‘The miniftry were not 
difpofed to revenge the injury; but a 
Noble Gatcon, Dominic de Gourgues, 
fired with the affront that had been of- 
fered to his nation, undertook to punifh 
the authors of it himfelf. He armed 
three vefiels at his own expence, and 
arrived at Carolina with 110 men in 
1567. He forced the Spaniards, who 
were fuperior in number, out of three 
forts in which they had fortified them- 
felves, and having put them all to the 
fword, he returned content with having 
fully accomplifhed his purpofe, and he 
teft none of his people behind him. 

From this expedition Carolinaremain - 
ed who'ly abandoned, except by a few

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provinces, and North Carolina two. 
North Carolina is greatly inferior to the 
fouthern divifion. Its trade is not con- 
fiderable : the inhabitants cure a little 
tobacco, mott of which they tend to Vir- 
ginia, where it is {hipped for Europe. 
‘The New Englanders are furnifhed by 
this province with tar, pitch, turpen- 
tine, falt pork, fkins, a fmall quanti- 
ty of tobacco, and fometimes Indian 
corn. Part of thefe commodities they 
confume, and export the reft to G. Bri- 
tain and the fugar-iilands. 

The inhabitants of North Carolina 
are few, and poorer than thofe of Virgi- 
nia. ‘They have no ecclefiattics among 
them; their marriages are folemnized 
before a juftice of peace, and their fune- 
rals performed in the prefence of other 
civil officers. 

South Carolina is in very different 
circumftances, and perhaps may be juftly 
confidered as one of the moft flourifhing 
of all our colonies in America. Charles 
Town, the capital of the province, car- 
ries on a very advantageous traflick with 
the natives more than 10co miles up 
the country, giving them, in exchange 
for fkins, powder and fhot, coarte 
cloths, vermilion, iron, flrong liquors, 
and other merchandife of little value. 
The city contains about 3000 fouls, and 
is built on a neck of land watered by 
two rivers, Afhley and Cooper. Its ma- 
rilime commerce is not fo extenfive as 
it might be, for it is confiderably impe- 
ded by a fhoal which makes the mouth 
of Athley impafiable to veffels of more 
than 200 tuns. Charles Town has a 
public library. 

It is computed, that, in 1740, the 
rice of Carolina brought into England 
the annual fum of 80,0001. including 
the charge of freight and commifhion ; 
an article of great moment in the ba- 
lance of our trade. ‘This computation 
fuppofes the, quantity of rice exported 
from Carolina to be 80,000 barrels, each 
barrel weighing 4001b.; but reckoning 
only 50,000 barrels one year with an- 
other, this branch of trade will employ 

a marine of 10,000 tuns, and goo ma- 
riners. ‘The principal part of this rice 
is confumed in Portugal, Holland, Gen 
D 2 nany, 
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many, and the north, ‘The rice-trade 
is every year increafing ; and the other 
branches of commerce are fo confider- 
able, that the whole employs more than 
400 tail of thips. 

G. Britain fends annually to Carolina 
about forty veflels, laden with all kinds 
of woo!len and linen drapery, iron ware, 
nails, trong beer, cyder, raifins, potters 
earth, tobacco and pipes, paper, co- 
verlids, mattrefies, hats, ftockings, 
gloves, tin ware, powder and fhot, 
gun-flints, cordage, looking - glafles, 
and glafs ware, thread, haberdafhery 
and imall wares. But befides thete 
forty veficls which come from Eng- 
land, there are near 2co from other 
places. From Jamaica, St ‘Thomas’s, 
Barbadoes, and the Leeward iflands, the 
Carolinians are furmfhed with fugar, 
tum, molafles, cotton, chocolate, ne- 
groes, and filver; from New England, 
New York, and Penfylvania, with 
wheat-flour and hard wares; and from 
Madeira, and the cther ifles of the weft- 
ern ocean, with wine. 

Manual labour is extremely dear‘in 
Carolina, fo that an able carpenter will 
cemand from 20 to 30 fhillings currency 
- day, befides his victuals, and the 

ire of an ordinary workman is from 12 
to 1s fhillings a day. 

Befides the paper currency of South 
Carolina, to the value of 250,000]. Ster- 
ling, and of North Carolina to the va- 
luc of s2,cool. they have French and 
Spanith money, as rixdollars, and pieces 
of eight, but have fcearce any Englith 
money. In i739 the exchange of North 
Carolina with G. Britain was goo per 
cent. and of South Carolina 700. Rice 
is the common flandard by which other 
things are valued, and contra@s are 
mace payable inthat commodity. Rice 
however was firil produced in Carolina 
by mere chance. ft happened that 
an Patt Indiaman Jaden with rice was 
wrecked on the coaft, and the ¢rain 
being fcattered on the ground, came up 
mn Ns feaion in great plenty ; and from 
that time the production of rice has been 
the principal employment of the colony,

On the 6th of November 1733, 100 
advenurers imbarked at Graveiend on 


@ board the Anne, a vefle] of 200 tuns bur- 


den; onthe rsth Mr Ogtetherpe alto 
imbarked on board the tame veijel to 
firft operations for eltablithing 
the new colony ; and onthe 1th of Ja- 
huary they arrived at Carolina. 

The fuccours which he received from 
the inhabitants of this province greatly 
facilitated the execution of his defign ; 
end after having made an alliance with 
the favages, he laid the foundation of a 
city on the borders of the Savannah, and 
gave itthe name of that river. 

Jn the May following, another ve‘fcl 
arrived at Georgia from England, with 
many new fettlers, and a confiderable 
qua tity of frefh provilions ; fitty more 
families were foon after fent over by the 
Commithoners ; fo that the whole num- 
ber trat had landed in Georgia was a- 
Vout soo, of which 115 were ‘oreigners. 
Nefides this number, which had been 
‘Tanipoited by the corporation, there 
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were about twenty-one gentlemen and 
116 fervants, who went over at theirown 
expence. So that during the firft year 
618 perfons imbarked for the new pro- 
vince; of which about 320 were men, 
113 women, 102 boys, and 33 girls. 

In 1735 the colony was aunemented 
by 105 highlanders from Scotland, who 
fettled on a fpot which they called New 
Inverne/s, on the borders of the Alata- 
maha. Mr Celethorpe, who had car- 
tied over the firft fettlers, and returned 
to England with Tomochicht, the chiet 
of an Indian nation, ith whom he had 
contraied an alliance, went this year 
back again to Georgia, with 300 more 
fettlers from Britain. 

It is neceflary in this place to take 
notice, that lomochichi, of whom grea 
account was made at that time as the 
prince of a mighty nation, was in fact 
the chief of a wailike people, who have 
ever fince preierved their allegiance to 
G. Britain, and who, upon the breaking 
out of the prefent contcils with France, 
have given fignal proofs of their unal- 
terable fidelity, by a folomn renewal of 
their former contraét. 

The rath and impolitic zeal of the 
Bithop of Saltzburg, having driven the 
Proteitants out of his dominions, they 
were invited to make an.afylum of our 
new province; many families readily 
accepted the offer, and at length formed 
two cities, which they called and 
Neew Ebenexer. 

In 1737 there were five cities and fe- 
veral villages in New Georgia, befides 
feattered habitations. Savannah, the 
capital, contained about 140 houfes, 
betides magazines and cottages. ‘The 
next confiderable city was Augufta, the 
inhabitants of which applied themfelves 
wholly to traffick with the favages; and 
this trade was fo confiderable, that in 
the year 1738 they fent 100,000 weight 
of raw hides to Savannah. In 1739 
there were no lefs than 600 inhabitants 
who tolely carried on this trade, befides 
many planters. 

Georgia is divided into two parts, 
North and South. North Georgia con- 
tains three cities, Savannah, New Eben- 
ezer, and Auguila; and five villages, 
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Old Ebenezer, Highgate, 
Abercorn, and Skindwe. Sout h Geor gia 
contains two Cities, Frederica and New 
Invernefs; and one village, Barikmake. 
‘The province is defended by three ftrong 
forts, Fort Argyle, Fort St Andrew, and 
Fort St Auguiline; but in r74r it did 
not contain more than 1000 fouls. 

‘This colony has by no mcans produ- 
ced advantages equal to the great ex. 
pence at which it has been eftablithed. 
"The feveral fums granted by parhament 
before the year 1735, amounted to 
66,000 1. Sterling, and the fums collect- 
ed in G. Britain, and in our American 
colon ies, were very great, 

The toil is notot the moft fertile kind, 
vet it produces rice, pitch, tar, hemp, 
flax, vegetable wax, and bees wax in 
contiderable quantite 

The fettlers allio make potath, and 
many veliels are freighted every year 
from Georgia with thelfe commodities. 
‘They have firs of a great height, which 
make excellent mafic, and are very fit 
for the builder, befides wood for dying 
and hnecring in great plenty. Mulber- 
ry trees are alfo very commen in this 
country; and it was hoped, that fiik- 
worms might have been railed, and a 
filk manufacture eftablithed. Wath this 
view two or three Piedmontefe wer 
fent into Georgia, to inftruct the fettiers 
in this employment; and perfedt filk 
was at length produced ; but in fo {mail 
a quantity, that it deferved no atten- 
tion. It is not indeed to be expeéted, 
that the Guantity of ilk ould be great, 
as the colony was 10 thinly inhabited, 
that hands were wanting to till the 
ground 

But the want of inhabitants was not 
le! owing to the novelty of the efta- 
bliihment, than to the bad conftitution

The affembiy then demanded, That 
this order of the fecretary’s fhould be 
laid before them, ‘To which the Go- 
vernor aniwered, That he thought it 
improper to comply with this demand, 
as the orders were intended for his own 
government, and he was accountable 
for them to thole only from whom he 
had received them. 

The afiembly then pafted the follow 
ing refolutions. 

1. ‘That the letters and papers they 
had required were the only proper foun- 
dation of their proceedings, and ought 
to be elteemed as fuch; letters and pa- 
pers always having been laid before them. 

2. Vhat a fight of fuch papers by 
their fpeaker, or a few of thcir members, 
was not fuflicient. 

3. That when immediate afliftance is 
required of them, to delay their deli- 
berations by refufing the papers on 
which alone fuch deliberations can re- 
gularly proceed, is a behaviour impro- 
per, and unfeafonable, in the highett 
degree. 

But a member of the affembly produ- 
cing a letter to himfelf, and a refolution

On the fecond day after receiving this

own defence take part with the French, 
whom alone they were unable to refift : 
thus infinuating, that the delay of the 
aflembly to pufh on the war with vigour, 
had driven the Delawares and Shawa- 
nefe, partly by refentment, and partly 
by intereft, to take part with the ene- 
my. He alfo acquaints them, that he 
had put off his journey to the back fet- 
tlements, to waittheir lait and mott im- 
portant determination, as the Indians 
had declared they had not a moment to 
Jofe, and mutt take their meafures accor- 
dingly. 

To this the aflembly immediately 
replied, That as to the prefiing inftances 
of the Indians for ailiflance, he had, as 
Captain.General, by the royal charter, 
full authority to raife men, which the 
bill then in his hands, granting 60,0001. 
would enable him to pay; and therefore 
hope it will receive his aifent. 

Onthe 17th, the Governor acquaint- 
ed the aflembly, ‘That he had again ta- 
ken into confideration their money: bill, 
and propofed, that inftead of pafling 
this bill with a claufe, leaving the cxe 
emption or non-exemption of the pro- 
prietary eitates to the determination of 
his Majetty, they thould pafs that bill 
without the claufe, and prepare a fepae 
rate bill for taxing the proprietary eltate, 
not by aflefiors chofen by the people, 
but by commiffioners chofen by him and 
the aflembly, with a fufpending claufe, 
as they had propofed; and he alledged 
as his reafon for the amendment he pro- 
pofed, that his Majefty could not give 
his aficnt to lome part of tbe act, and re- 
ject others, but would, according to the 
ufual forms, approve or difapprove the 
whole.

A- 
bout the end of Niarch there were feve- 
ral fhocks through many iflands of the 
Archipelago in Turky ; ; particolarly in 
Metelin, where above 20009 houfes were 
thrown down, and a confiderable num- 
ber of people buried in the ruins. On 
the 7th of June, one happened at Ca- 
chan in Perfia, by which 6c0 houfes 
were demolifhed, and 1200 of the in- 
habitants loft their lives. ‘The rit) and 
13th of September, feveral thocks were 
felt in Jce/and, which tumbled down 
fome houf 


and without 


es, and turned aclear river in- 
to the colour of milk; but happily 

perfons were killed. On the 1ft of No- 
vember, about a quarte r before ten in 
the morning, a tremendous earthquake 
began at Lifbon, the capital of Portu- 
gal, where its moh deftructive effcéls 
within fo {mall acompafs happened. It 
was obferved to commence at the upper 
part of the city, from whence the great 
blow ran like lightning down to the wa- 
ter-fide, in a line nearly from north to 
fouth, palling under the river, which 
inftant!y {wallowed up feveral veile 
that 
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that direfiion. All the ihips lying far- 
ther of felt it in a very extraordinary 
manner, but without receiving remark- 
able damage. Houfes on the fourth fide 
fcll almolt as foon as thofe on the north ; 
and there was a motion on that iide, 
with different degrees of violence, as 
far down as could be feen by people on 
board veficls in the river. The firk 
fock not only ran jouth through the ci- 
ty, and acrofs the river, but aifo along 
the river-fide eaflward, and then ina 
curve line northward again. Up inthe 
country, north from Liibon, the ruinous 
effects of the earthquake were to be 
molt remarkably feen in a line of full a 
quarter of a mule broad; though the 
principal blow appeared to be in the ve- 
ry heartof the cuy. ‘Dhe cuiomhboule 
and wharts at the water-fide fcil in wit 

the firtithock ; and almoftall the church- 
es, convents, the palace, Incia-houle, 
treafury, and moft of the other large 
houics, tumbled down. ‘This 
fiock was toon fucceeded by a fecond, 
and foine fay by a third, attended with 
an extraordmary high and tumultuous 
tide, the water riing and falling between 
tweniy and thirty feet perpendicular in 
four or tive ininutes. ‘The current run 
hrit violently up and then down, in vi- 
cillitudes of that duration for about half 
aa hour, afterwards alternately ebbing 
and Lowing itil more gently, till about 
two o'clock alter noon nt settled into its 
oranary Courke., “That bemg Ail Saints 
Gay, whica ts a high teilival among the 
Catholics, paruiculaily thote of 
Portugal, and the earthquake beginning 
galt ac the time they were celebrating 
their frit mais, thouiands were affem- 
bied inthe churches, the greater part of 
whom were killed.

if not all, commenced in the churches 
The fame circumftance which rencere 
the earthquake more ruinous in fom

day, moit of them had retired the evel 


ing before to their country-houles, 
from among all of them who hac ictt.cqy

It wiil never be per 
fible to know exadily how many 
on that fatal day, were buried under 
the ruins of Lifbon, or {wallowed vp 
the water. Some have reckoned 01 
at only 10,000, while others faic *¢J 
amounted to 20,000, others to 50.0% 
and fome to 190,e00. Theunhapp) 
vivors fled to the country, where ™4"!

places feveral families took roof unct 
a {mall fcanty tent, where they !abour- 
ed under the fame hardfhips for wam 
of the common neceflaries of 
which cat many of them off.

children of Befumba, reckoned to amount 
at leait to 10,000, who, with a large 
number of horfes, camels, and other 
cattle, were entirely fwallowed up by the 
earth, which immediately after clofed, 
not a fingle foul eicaping. In fome pla- 
ces the fountains ftopped for fome time, 
and afterwards ran with more than ordi- 
nary violence. In others the fides of 
mountains opened, and emitted rivers 
of water like blood. 

To return now again to Europe, where 
we began, fome flight fhocks were felt 
the fame 1{t of November, the time of 
day not mentioned, on the weftern 
coaft of France, attended by a brikk agi- 
tation of the waters. 

About half an hour paft ten in the 
morning of that day there was an agita- 
tion of the water at Plymouth in Eng- 
and; an agitation of the Lochs Lomond, 


Lung, and Keatrin, in Scotdand, which 


began at about half an hour pait nine in 
the morning, and ended about eleven, 
alfo one in Loch Nefs that day, the 
time not condefcended upon. ‘There 
was likewife a violent motion of the wa- 
ter at Kinfale in Jreland fome time in the 
afternoon. 

In feveral places of the province of He/- 
land was felt a {mall fhock ; butthe motion 
of the waters was very violent, not only 
there, but in Brabant, and in Germany 
to a confiderable diftance from the Elb 
on either fide. It was obferved in feve- 
ral of the German churches, that the 
large branches fufpended from their 
roofs for holding candles, fome of them 
weighing about a tun each, vibrated 
from eaitto weft near an hour. By com- 
paring different accounts it would ap- 
pear, that all thofe phenomena appeared 
in thofe countries between eleven fore- 
noon and twelve at noon. 

Along a confiderable part of the weft- 
ern cozit of Europe and Africa, anda 
great way off at fea, fhips were very 
fenfibly affeQied by the fhocks, much a- 
bout the time they were felt at Lifbon 
and on the Barbary fide by land. About 
one o'clock after noon of that day, there 
was an extraordinary motion o! the fea 
at leaft as far off as the Ufands, 


in about 45 degrees longitude weft of 
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London, by which feveral veficls were 
loft, many perfons and cattle drowned, 
houfes wafhed away, and plantations 
much damaged. 

Thus extenfive were the defolations 
and extraordinary phenomena of the me- 
morable :ft of November. 

The King of Portugal's fpirits were 
fo greatly deprefled by the ruin and di- 
firels which then fell upon himfelf, his 
family, and fubjects, that, as we have 
been informed, he would certainly have 
retired into a convent the day after, had 
not the nobility perfuaded his father- 
confeffor to reprefent to him, that he 
cou'd not in confcience do fo, as it would 
without doubt occafion a civil war in the 
kingdom, Being diverted from that 
purpofe, he applied himfelf affiduoufly 
tu the preventing of murders and robbe- 
rics, which were very frequent, and put- 
ting all things into as Sg order as fo 
imbarrafled a ftate of affairs would per- 
mit. Several courts by effects teftified 
their fympathy with the unhappy furvi- 
vors, particularly thofe of Vienna, Lon- 
don, and Madrid. His Catholic Maje- 
fiy having, by contiguity, the firft op- 
portunity of notice, he difpatched feve- 
ral fingle couriers at different times, in 
order to have a good chance againft rob- 
beries, with as much cafh as they could 
carry ; and ordered the cuftomhoufes on 
the frontiers of his dominions, to permit 
the extraction of all forts of neceffaries, 
free of cuties. Some fay he fent, in {pe- 
cie and provifions, to the value of 

100,000 piltoles, near $8,000]. Sterling, 
Upon the frit certain advice, the King 
of G. Britain, by a meffage to his par- 
liament, immediately procured a vote 
for 100,000 1. Sterling, which was foon 
tran{mitted to Lilbon, partly in {pecie, 
partly in provifions and utenfils fuited to 
the occafion. Vienna was fent 
300,000 florins, or 50,000 I. Sterling. 
Not long after the firit difafter at Lite 
bon, they began to bu:!d wooden bar- 
racks and fing!e houfes in the country, 
to {ave them from the winter's cold.

The Se/uits, 
who were of the oppofite party, percei- 
ving that this book was eagerly read b 

many, they procured it to be prohibited 
at Rome, as a violation of that filence 
which the Pope had long before injoin- 
ed on the fubjects in which it was molt 
direily oppofite to their tenets. But 
this not fufliciently anfwering their pur- 
pofe, in 1713 one hundred and one pro- 
pofitions were felected from the book, 
and, afier a folemn examination, were 
formally condemned, by a bull, or de- 
cree of Pope Clement XI. beginning 
with the words Unigenitus Det Filius, 
whence it has obtained the name of the 
bull Unigenitus. ‘The Janfenifts, how- 
ever, being then the moft numerous fect 
in France, this bull was not generally 
received ; nor would it then have been 
poflible to fupply their churches, had all 
ecclefiaftics of that denomination been 
turned out. This difficulty being remo- 
ved in a courfe of years, by conftantly 


filling up vacancies, as they happened, | 


with men attached to the contrary fide ; 
it was thought time in the beginning of 
1752, to adventure a refufal of the fa- 
craments of the Popifh church, to all 
who would not produce a certificate from 
their confeflors, and declare with their 
own mouths, that they accepted the con- 

ftitution Unxigeritus. | 
The Abbe Lemaire, an aged prieft, 
finding himfelf in danger of death, de- 
manded the viaticum, that is, the eu- 
charift, and extreme unction, of Father 
Bouettin, reior of the parifh in which 
he lived. Bouettin declared that he could 
not adminifter, but upon the conditions 
jut mentioned. ‘The Abbe refufed to 
comply with either of them; and com- 
plaint was made in his name to the par- 
liament of Paris. That triocnal having 
fifted Bouettin before them, he pled in 
kK 2 his 
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his own defence orders he had received 
fromthe Archbifhop of Paris. After de- 
liberation, the parliament prohibited his 
giving fuch fcandai for the future, upon 
pain of the feizure of his temporalities, 
and even exemplary punifhment ; injoin- 
ed him to behave charitably and diicreet- 
ly towards his pasithioners ; and fined 
him ina {mall fum. ‘They alfo ordain- 
ed, that the Archbifhop of Paris thould 
be required to watch againft a repetition 
of fuch feandals in his diocefe, and that 
he fhould be exhorted to caufe the {a- 
craments be adminittered in twenty-four 
hours to the Sicur Lematre. ‘This ar- 
ret having been communicated to the 
Metropolitan, he mace anfwer, ‘f That 
he was accountable to none bet God for 
his He aljo obtained an ar- 
ret of the King's council, annulling all 
the refolations of the parliamentin rela- 
tion to this fubject. The parliament 
having fir taken meafures to be better 
informed of his Majelty’s intentions, 
and finding that there was a fixed de- 
termination to take that affair and others 
ot the fame nature out of their hands, 
they refolved, in confequence of other 
complaints for refuials of the facraments 
on the iame accounts, to fulpend all bu- 
finels but what related to thefe. Af. 
terward there was a conftant fucceffion 
of profecutions for refufals of the facra- 
meats, annulling of ientences paffed by 
the parhament, theit remonflrances to 
tic King, his anfwers and declarations, 
the parliament fometimes diicontinuing 
and at other times refuming their ordi- 
nary funclions, uilthe 7thof May 1753,

tions of his Majefty’s difpleaiure, fone 
effects of it felt, and the annu!!ing o! 
their fentences, which neverthelels 
not prevent many of them being carne 
into execution; as if they had been re. 
folved to drive the Chancellor and th 
Count d’Argenfon to their wits end, oj 
forcing them to advife the King, eiae 
to recal the parliament of Paris, or ' 
fend them likewife into exile. ‘Ts 
clergy, by means of thofe minifters a 
vice and their own addrefs, had lon 
evidently the afcendant over the hiog: 
mind; while the body of the peop. 
teflited their gricf and attonifhment

og Now the clergy began to fhew as 
a much oppofition to the King’s will and 
thes Picature, as the feveral parliaments had 
it ct thewn formerly, For after his Maje- 
tin fly's declaration was known, feveral 
45 Preates, and among thefe the proud 
cn WM Archbithop of Paris, injoined the cler- 
ay Ct their feveral diocefes to land firm 
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to the orders before given them with re- 
fpe& to billets of confeflion. Some of 
them were pretty roughly handled by 
the civil courts; upon which the King 
refolved, that his parliaments fhould 
have liberty to profeeute only tccletia- 
ftics of the fecond order, and that what 
related to perions cf the Epifcopal dig- 
nity thould be referved to himfelt. “Ihe 
Archbiihop of Paris having avowed his 
orders to the inferior clergy to refute the 
facraments, and declared his adherence 
to the anfwer he had given near the be- 
ginning of the difputes, the firt prefi- 
dent of the parliament was fent to ac- 
quaint his Majefly of the cafe; who ba- 
nifhed the Metropolitan to his country- 
houfe at Conflans. 

There he remained at the beginning 
of lait year. Several of his clergy ha- 
ving obeyed the declaration of the 2d 
of September preceding, he immediate- 
ly fufpended them from the exercife of 
all their ecclefiailical functions. Some 
perfons of high rank, at the King’s de- 
fire, repaired to Conflans, and exhorted 
him totubmiffion ; but received fo ftrong 
and petitive an anfwer, as fhewed that 
he was not to be moved from his rur- 
pofe. The King fignified his difpleafure 
by banithing him from his owa feat at 
Conflans to Champeaux en Brie, ho- 
ping thus to remove him from the bad 
counfel he had followed ; and after- 
wards, athis own delire, permitted him 
to go to Lagvy in the ifle of France, 
only about fix miles from Paris. While 
there, he continued to behave in fuch a 
manner as gave both the King and his 
parliament great offence. We were, 
however, told, that he at length abated 
fomewhat of his iliffnefs, permitting the 
clergy of his diocefe to admuiniiter the 
facraments without certificates of confef- 
fion, tll the general afiembly of the 
clergy, which of courfe was to meet in 
May, and giving ground to hope he 
would fubmit to the determination of 
that body. All along till that meeting, 
the parliaments continued to profecute 
and punitfh every ecclefiaftic who difturb- 
ed the peace of the church and flate by 
any piece of condutt relating to the bull 
Unigenitus. Several of thei¢e tribunals, 
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in the mean time, had nothing to do in 
that refpedt, the clergy within ‘their ju- 
ri{dictions fubmitting to the King’s de- 
claration without conftraint. 

The general aflembly met at Paris on 
the 26th of May latt, and the Cardinal 
de Rochefaucault was choten Prefident. 
As initruétions had been given to the 
reprefentatives of feveral dioceles, to 
confirm the fubmitiion to the conftta- 
tion Unigeritzs as a law of the church, 
to oppote ftrenuoufly the opinions of 
Janienius, Queine!, Ge. to demand {e- 
veral arrets of the parliaments to be an- 
pulled, and to infilt that parliaments 
fhould be confined to the cognifance of 
temporal affairs alone; his Majefty fg- 
vified to their Prefident, thatif after the 
free pitt were granted, any thing fhould 
be introduced contrary to the tenor of 
his declaration of the 2d of September 
i754, he would immediately diffolve 
the allembly; and that if they fhould 
previoully attempt any thing of that 
kind, he would not only difiolve them 
immediately, but would take proper 
meatures to oblige every ecclefiaitic to 
pay {uch a fum as he dhould demand, in 
propertion to his revenue, of which he 
already had anexadt account. ‘The free 
giftdenanded, onthe 6th of June, was 
iixteen millions of livres, which the 
femoly unanimoufly granted. 

After this, their deliberaiions were 
carried on fo fecretly, that we heard no- 
thing farther about them wil the month 
of Avguit, when having drawn up a 
memortal in relation to the religious dif- 
putes, their Pretident went to the King, 
to know when he would be waited on 
with it. His Majefly told him, that 
the clergy ought to conform to his de- 
claration of the 2d of Seprember 1754, 
which he had charged his parliaments to 
fee duly executed. The prelates. not 
being fanshed with this an{wer, the Car. 
again warned on the King next 
day, with the complaint of the whole 
atlembly agatnti the parliament of Paris, 
particularly for their grat.iy abufing the 
power intrufled with them by his Maje- 
fty. Heonly aenfwered, that he would 
talk to the frit prefdent of the parlia- 
ment about that matter. ‘Ihe Cardinal

Some time before thefe Britifh troops 
were fent off, the French had begun to 
make great naval preparations ; but 
with fuch fecrecy, that it was not fup- 
pofed they were near fo formidable, or 
in fo inuch forwardnefs, as was afier- 
ward found. A piece of news arrived 
about this time, which greatly elated 
the fpirits of their politicians, namely, 
that concerning the death of the Grand 
Signior. We were informed, that the 
miniftry of Verfailles had been expecting 
that event for twelve months before, 
from the opinion of able phyficians at 
Conftantinople; and that their meafures 
with refpeét to America, had been ta- 
ken in view of the turn they fuppofed it 
would give to the general fyftem of Eu- 
rope. The greateft politicians, how- 
ever, are but men, and confequently 
fometimes mifreckon. Had the mi- 
niftry of Verfailles forefeen, that the 
Grand Signior’s death would, for a whole 
year at leaft, contribute fo little as it did 
to the advancement of their fcheme, and 
fome other events that happened, they 
would not perhaps have precipitated 
matters fo much astheydid. Thinking, 
in the mean time, that they had a fine 
prof{pect of fuperiority at land, and con- 
fequently an opportunity of making 
itrong impreflions at London, by over- 
runing Hanover, and intimidating or 
attacking the allies of G. Britainon the 
continent at pleafure, they flrained eve- 
ry nerve to get matters put on a good 
footing in America, by taking meatures 
to fend thither twice as many troops as 
G. Britain had ; hoping that dae fucceff= 
ful campaign there, with the fituation 
in which they reckoned affairs in Eu- 
rope to be, might procure al! the con- 
ceflions they wanted for the prefent. So 
far were they advanced in their naval 
armaments before the court of London 
appeared to have been fuficiently appri- 
fed of them, that it was for fome time 
doubted whether of the two nations 
would firft be fuperior at fea; elpecially 
as it was not certain how Spaia would 
behave inthe cafe, Affairs being in this 
pofture, it began to be tufpecied that 
France would attempt an sony of CG. 
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Britain or Ireland, with a view of at 
leat throwing things into confulion, and 
fo cauling American affairs be negle&ted 
till they might gain their principal point. 
When once the court ot London took 
the alarm, foch diligence was vfed in 
making Britifh men of war fit for fervice, 
as perhaps was never exceeded at any 
time in any place. 

The French did not in efc& put any 
Ships of war to fea till the 3d of May, 
when twenty-five fail fet ovt from Brett, 
twenty of them from 60 to So guns, and 
five of them frigates, having on board 
about 4000 land-forces. It appears 
pretty evident, that the Britith miniftry 
did not imagine there was then fuch an 
armament ready; for they had a few 
days before fent off the Admirals Bof- 
cawen and Moityn, with only eleven 
ships from 50 to 74 guns, and a floop 
of 16 guns, having two regiments of 
foot on board, as futlicient to make head 
acainft fuch a fquadron as could be ex- 
pected from that port, though they had 
a good many more fhips ready to fail.

backward and refraiory. In the two

fums, as obliged their goveraors not to 
give their confent to them; {o that very 
little was done in thofe colonies to pro- 
mote the caufe. Even in /rginia, there 
was not fuch zeal as the danger fo very 
near them might have been expected to 
produce. North and South Carolina rai- 
fed confiderable fums. 

Early in April the governors of the 
feveral provinces had a meeting with 
Gen. Braddock, commander in chief of 
the Britifh regulars, and Com. Keppel, 
in which a plan of the operations was in 
fome meafure concerted. It was refol- 
ved to have four armies; one under 
Gen. Braddock, confiiling of the regu- 
Jars which had landed in Virginia, and 
fuch other forces as could be drawn from 
the fouthern colonies, to march againit 
the forts which the French had lately e- 
rected on or near the river Ohio; one of 
men from the middle provinces, under 
Gov. Shirley, to attack the French fort 
at the falls of Niagara, between the 
lakes Ontarioand Erie; another of New- 
Englanders andNew- Y orkers,command- 
ed by Col. Johnfon, to act againit Crown- 
point on the Iroquois lake; and the 
fourth of New-Englanders and the peo- 
ple of Nova Scotia, under Coil. Monck- 
ton, to attempt the reduction of fome 
forts built by the French within that 

rovince. 

When this fcheme came to be known, 
it was the opinion of fome, that it would 
have been better for all the troops under
